The Late Firk..At the investigation goingon before a committee of the IJydraulion

Steam Fire Company, relative to the cause and

management of the lire, by which the market
building was destroyed, among tin* witnesses
examined on Tuesday night were Messrs. liichardPureed J. M. Steuart. I hler, McLean, Kamsay,

Kilgour. Young and Fall.
Mr. Purcell testified that he was the lirst one

at the Columbia Engine House; alter soiuc de-
to,. ti-ifi, the emrine to corner of Prince
and Koyal streets, according to orders, and
made attachment to tire plug there: found plug
screwed dowu tight; started engine but found
that there was no water, and that pump would
not feed as fast as engine required; was informedfrom fire that engine was doing nothing; repliedcould not help it: had 110 water; found
water going out of boiler: ordered fire to be
drawn; had orders to move to corner of Cameronand Fairlax streets: afterdisconnecting suctionpipe from plug, was informed that there
was more water: suction pipe agaiu attached to
plug, and think it was about ten minutes in
getting water from second to third guage: then
again cut loose and the horses not being there,
engine was pulled by hand to the plug at the
Sun engine house, but upon reaching there
found that one of the hand companies had the
plug, and it was not given tip for some time;
finally got the plug and went to work, but after
working for about fifteen minutes found had no
water; could not force water on Lodge room
without getting a ladder and going upon the
building between the Lodge and Sun engine
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force that it nearly threw the pipeman from
the ladder. It has been said that Columbia
wasted water; she did at Sun engine plug, but
when there had all the water we wanted to do
any ordinary lire duty, even with the waste at
one of the gates; that waste was caused by a

>niall spring which had become warm, and
which was fixed afterwards.

(Japt. J. M. Steuart testified that he assisted
Mr. i'oung. Engineer of llydraulion. in makiugconnection with plug at corner of King and
Boyal streets; do not think it was more than
five minutes before engine was at work; a

very lmht stream was being thrown from the
pipe; then started for 1 took and Ladder Companyand assisted in placing ladder on I»rill A:
Beach s house, in the lower part of which was
the hose; went into the alley and upon returningfound that the eaves of the Market House
were on lire; attempted to exchange a short
ladder at the Market House lor a long one at
Brill's, but finding the hose fall of water and
pressing heavily on the ladder, had to abandon
the attempt; then went on the ladder and requestedthe pipemcn to throw water on the
Market House; was informed next day by a

pipeman that the nozel was too large and he
was unable to throw water on the Market
House: at the time Brill's house foil in hose
was through the second story window of
Cogan's house and at that time steeple of MarketHouse was on lire; stream from pipe of
Columbia was only thrown a distance of about
two feet, and pipeman remarked that he could
do no better as there was no water, suggested
the moving of Columbia to another plug: enginewas moved to corner of Cameron and
Fairfax streets, but threw water only a short
distance; after the lapse of twenty minutes or
half an hour there was an abundance of water:

property on Royal street and houses in alleyhad better be saved and prevent spread of fire.
Next morning said to iMr. Power, jocosely.
"'Why do you stop the water off at night?"
his reply was, ''the water is never turned off:"

Ceo. I filer testified that Columbia engine

could not titroi7 water from Royal street plug,
and after change of position to Sun plug, eould
uot throw water on market house.
M. McLean testified that water eould not be

thrown on the roof of Brill & Beach's, although
on a shed with the hose; Sun engine was tryingto throw water from its plug; it was fifteen
or twenty minutes after Columbia rook that
plug before water came: hose were straight:
nozle used was 1inches, same as used day of
trial ofengine.
A. T. Ramsay corroborated .Mr. .McLean s

statement as not being able to throw water
on the roof of the house of Messrs. Brill &
Beach: engineer of Columbia, in explanation,
stated that there was no water; requested by
Mr. Latham and Chief Knginecr Kell to go to

reservoir; complied, waked up and told the
Superintendent to put on a full head of water
and work the pumps; lroui plug at corner of
Prince and Royal streets could only throw a

very small stream: when I returned from the
reservoir there was a full head of water on.

Win. Ivilgour, J'resident of Columbia company,testified as to the location of engine on

the corner of Royal and Prince streets, from
which it was throwing a very light stream on

account of scarcity of water. Mr. Young in replyto an inquiry, stated that it was impossible
to throw water when it. could not be had.
Mr. Latham informed witness that a messcn«r»»rli.-ifl heen sent out to Water Works and in
a short time afterwards there was an abundanceof water.
Joseph II. Young testified that Ilydraulion

had up steam in five minutes; Chief Bngiuccr
had two lines of hose put on, but found could
not get water for both streams; asked for } nozel,hut could not get ours off; was told to cut
off one line; refused to obey every body, and
by orders from commander cut off one line of
hose; had full supply of water all night and
did not observe any increase, and with one

streairvAwith i inch nozel could have saved
the Market House; did not hear any person
say, "we are to get ten dollars apiece to save

Cogan's house;" think I told Messrs. Kilgour
and Suioot that I did not have enough water

for two streams.
M. D. Ball testifi td as to the hose being al!

straight aod in good order, and a want of a

sufficient supply of water for the engines.
Without concluding the investigation the

committee rose to meet again.to night, when it
will be coucluded.
